GENEVA, Aug. 31.—Italy 
has completed preparations to 
quit the League of Nations, 
and is ready to do so at a 
moment's notice, it was author- 
itatively learned here today. 
The Italian foreign minister— 
Premier Mussolini—has drawn 
up a lengthy indictment of the 
League which will be used by 
Italy if it finds it necessary to 
quit Geneva, it was said.

Here are some recent and useful develop- 
ments of science in the solutions of problems 
discussed in this column within the past few 
months. 


Do you remember a recent article dealing 
with the invasion of the central and eastern 
States by hordes of termites, or white ants? 

Fear Jest the insect population of the world, 
which in weight exceeds that of man by 128 
times, should drive mankind off the face of the 
earth has frequentiy been voiced by scientists. 
It was the lowly rodents that killed the great 
monsters of the Paleozoic age. Plagues of grass- 
hoppers recently visited Manitoba and Saskat- 
chewan. The termites, with a civilization, mil- 
lions of years older than ours, expert in poison 
gas werfare, able to subsist on their own excre- 
ment and produce their own building material, 
can eat away the interior of man’s wooden con- 
structions without giving any outward indica- 
tion of their attack 

Do you remember reading of the new ma- 
chines whereby artificial fevers, at temperatures 
higher than ordinary human fevers, can be 
induced and controlled by short wave therapy. 
killing the germs of certain insidious diseases 
which for three centuries have threatened. to 
exterminate the race? 

Well; the electrical researchers have tried 
the effect of short wave treatments on timbers 
catacombed by termites. They find that the 
short waves induce in the termites high fevers 
similar to those they induce in human beings. 
But while human beings can survive them, the 
termites are speedily killed. 

At one stroke electrical research has given 
us a means of combatting one of the most dread 
of human diseases, and supplies a means of kill- 
ing our insect enemies in their secret fastnesses. 


Do you remember reading a few weeks ago 
in this column an article about the methods 
science is working on to safeguard cities from 
acria] attacks—or the network of ether waves 
thrown out to nerald a warning, of electrical 
mechanisms to instantly compute the height of 
an enemy plane, its speed, the allowance for 
wind drift, atmospheric resistance, to calculate 
the point of impact of a projectile and aim 
continuous fire from an anti-aircraft gun at the 
invader? 

Less than three weeks ago some tests of the 
accuracy of a similar device for locating the 
whereabout of enemy ships in the darkness 
were made off the New Jersey coast. 

Traffic was stopped on the roads near the 
Navesink lighthouse station at midnight. The 
coastguard cutter Pontchartrain a few miles out 
at sea extinguished her lights and steamed into 
an unknown position 

With the aid of a little apparatus not much 
larger than a radio set, an officer of the US. 
Signal Corps undertook to locate the ship in the 
dark. A 800,000,000 candlepower Sperry search- 
light mounted on a truck nearby was flashed on. 
It seemed to bore a hole through the air as it 
automatically struck the coastguard vessel, 
though she had moved several miles away from 
where she had been when she extinguished her 
lights 

The light was withdrawn. Intervals of sev- 
eral minute. clapsed. At the word of command 
the light was flashed on again. Again and again 
it struck the vessel amidships. No matter where 
she moved, the searchlight could automatically 
follow her. Once the captain of the vessel 
turned his vessel out to sea, but the searchlight 
caught her instantly on the receding stern of 
the vessel. Ninteen times out of 19 the search- 
light hit the target 

Asked if a gun could be pointed automat- 
ically by the same means, the officer told a 
news reporter who witnessed the demonstration, 
“You can draw your own conclusions.” 

Actually the device “sees” the object through 
the darkness. At a point on the spectrum be- 
tween the visible light waves and radio waves, 
the object registers itself on the sight-finding 
machine by infra-red radiation

Cooking Important 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy 
Baking is a process of cooking food in the 
dry heat of an oven, and when properly baked, 
foods are both appetizing and wholesome. High 
temperature are in this way possible, but the 
interior of most foods will scarcely reach the 


boiling point. Baked foods are drier than boiled 
foods, and some dextriniza- 
tion takes place in the interior 
parts of all starchy foods that 
are baked 

Baking is a wholesome 
method of preparing foods, 
even those which you might 
not ordinarily think of as 
being suitable for baking, 
such as carrots, beets, cauli- 
flower, string beans, peaches, 
and celery. The larger and 
more solid foods may be 
placed in the oven with simply a pan under- 
neath to catch the drippings, but the small leafy 
vegetables should be placed in a baking dish 
with a cover, to maintain the moisture. Many 
different vegetables may be ground and pre- 
pared by baking. 

Roasting, broiling, and grilling are practic- 
ally the same process, and consist in cooking 
food by direct radiation in an unconfined 
atmosphere. Roasting is the term used for a 
large joint. Broiling and grilling are terms 
applied to comparatively small pieces of meat. 
These three methods aim at quickly coagulating 
the surface of the meat so that the meat juices 
are retained, and those which escape form the 
gravy used for basting or pouring over the roast 
to prevent drying and to distribute the heat 
more uniformly. Because®of the high temper- 
ature on the surface, a tasty substance is pro- 
duced which gives roast meat its delightful 
flavor. 

One of the best methods of broiling a steak 
is to use a dry frying pan and to place over a 
hot fire. One side of the meat should be quickly 
seared and then the steak turned over and the 
process repeated. After the surface searing, the 
fire should be lowered. From five to eight min-

utes are usually sufficient for cooking a steak. - 


Seasoning should be added only after the steak 
is cooked. 

Braising is a process of cooking, resembling 
both broiling and steaming. The meat is first 
browned by searing, as is done in pan broiling, 
after which it is covered with a close-fitting lid 
to produce a moist steam. Braising is an eco- 
nomica] and tasty method of cooking meat, since 
all of the food value is retained by the covered 
process, and the flavor is enhanced by the pre- 
liminary browning. This process is of particular 
value in cooking tough meat to make it tender. 
When you wish to cut down on the meat vill, 
have the butcher give you some of the cuts of 
meat suitable for braising: cook them until they 
are ready to fall &part and you will have a 
truly delicious dish 

Fish can be prepared by broiling, and the 
salt should not be added until after the cocking 
has been completed. As a rule, fish can be 
cooked in less time than meat 

Steaming is one of the most valuable meth- 
ods in preparing vegetables, for it retains their 
full flavor. Most vegetables which are boiled or 
stewed should be cooked with very little water. 
Any juices left in after the completion of the 
cooking period should either be boiled into the 
vegetablus or used as the basis for a soup. 

This process can best be carried out with the 
new waterless cookery utensils, which probably 
represent the greatest advance in the art of 
cookery which has been made in many thou- 
sands of years. This method employs heavy 
aluminum pots and pans, and it is not necessary 
to add water, except when cooking grains. 

Most housewives are familiar with the fact 
that spinach and similar greens can be cooked 
without the addition of water, if closely 
watched. The heavy aluminum cooking vessels 
are the most satisfactory for cooking vegetables 
because they distribute the heat so evenly. 

Cooks can be among the greatest helpers of 
mankind, if they will learn to prepare foods 
so that they are as healthful as possible. Study 
the different methods cf cookery and see how 
many delicious and wholesome dishes you can 
make.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1849 Halifax, 
N.S., was the theatre for a con- 
ference between the governments 
of the various colonies in British 
America on the subject of reci- 
procity with the United States. 

Hon. L. H. Lafontaine and Hon 
W. Hamilton Merritt were the 
delegates from the province of 
Canada. In order to reach Hali- 
fax they had to travel via the 
Chambly canal and Lake Cham- 
plain from St. Johns to Burling- 
ton, thence by railway to Boston 
and on to Halifax by boat. Dur- 
ing the passage the Hibernia 
s'ruck on a rock in a dense fog 
and a semi-panic was created, Mr. 
Lafontaine being  perticularly 
alarmed, but Col. Merrittt de- 
clined to leave his cabin and went 
on with his preparation of the 
memorandum stating the case for 
reciprocity as viewed by Canada, 
declaring that he was as sate in 
his cabin as he would be on deck 
in the fog. and as the vessel was 
gotten off he proved right. The 
difficulty of the reciprocity prob-
